U. S. Is Not Pressing Paris For 


War Debts, Says 


Mellon

Wasliington — The United States 


government, contrary to published ru 
mors, is making no effort to compe 
France to pay her war debt or inter 
est to America. There has been an 
impression circulated that with France 
showing no 
leniency 
toward 
her 


debtor Germany, the United States 
would feel justified in 
requesting 


France to begin payment of her three 
ond a half billion dollar debt to tho 
United States. 


Officials are loath to anticipate the 


effect which France's invasion of the 
Ruhr will have on American public 
, opinion when the time comes to con 
wider the funding of the French debt 
to America. The status of the mat 
ter- as explained' to this correspondent 
by Secretary Mellon is one of waiting 
on the French for the next move. 


The French mission last 
October 


formally acknowledged the war debts, 
but was at the time absorbed in the 
intricacies of the reparation dispute 
and felt that it had to wait until the.v 
could recover funds from Germany be- 
fore estimating what France's capa 
city to pay would be. 


While the United States government 


insists that so far as it is concerned 
tho capacity 
of Germany to pay 


France is one thing, and the capacity 
of France to pay America is quite an 
other, there is no doubt that sympa 
thetic attitude was manifested toward 
the French because of their troubles 
in collecting from Germany. 


Now that France has sought to 


exact her pound of flesh from Ger 
many by seizing economic resources, 
it will be even more difficult to e*ti 
mate France's ability toi'pay her ex 
ternal debts. It is a source of much 
disappointment here that France has 
made no provisions in.-her budget thus 
far for tho payment of'interest of sink 
ing fund on the principal of the 
French war debt to America and that 
instead large sums are paid out for 
land armament but it does not' be- 
hoove one sovereign power to dictate 
to another how it shall spend its 
money so nothing can be said by way 
of criticism officially-of the French fi- 
nancial policy. The hope has prevailed 
however that political stability might 
come to Europe and make France 
herself see the futility of spending 
any more sums on armament.

Madison—Insurance against unem 


ployment for the benefit of worker 
in Wisconsin industries is proposed i 
a bill introduced into the upper hous 
of the Wisconsin legislature Thursda 
by Senator Henry A. Huber, Stought 
on, administration leader. This is th 
second time that the 'proposal ha 
been made in the state, having bee: 
defeated at the 1921 sssion. 


Senator Huber proposes that em 


ployers, through a mutual liability in 
surance company created by the bill 
shall pay their unemployed men on 
dollar a day for 13 weeks, if they ar 
laid off without sufficient cause, o 
because of industrial fluctuations. 


His bill makes definite exceptions 


however; which limit its scope' to em 
ployers hiring not less than six men 
and to industries which are not sea 
sonal. Farmers are not 
includec 


within provisions of the measure. 
I 


also sets up restrictions limiting th 
number of workmen who will be en 
titled to receive the unemploymen 
compensation. 


To be eligible the 
employe mus 


have worked six months in the stat< 
before receiving: compensation. He i 
compensated with one week's allow 
ance for each four weeks employed 
with-a limit of 13 weeks in any on< 
year, according to the provisions o 
the bill. TJnemployment caused'by la 
bor trouble, dismissal for reasonable 
cause, or voluntary quitting of tin 
job, places an employe out from unde 
the scope of the proposed law. If en 
acted it would be administered by the 
state industrial "commission.

Bastrop, La.— The Ku Klux Klan was charged with respon- 


sibility for numerous outrages in Morehouse parish in a statement 
Thursday by A. V. Coco, attorney general of Louisiana, at the 
open hearing into activities of masked bands, which culminated 
Aug. 24 in the kidnaping near here of Watt Daniel and T. F. 
Richard, the bodies of whom were found in a lake 25 miles from 
the scene on Dec. 22. The attorney general addressed the court 
immediately before adjournment. 


DEPLORES CONDITIONS 


"It is my very painful and humil- 


iating duty to refer to the deplorable 
conditions in this Parish, as revealed 
by the evidence, said Atty. Gen. Co- 
co. "The proof is convincing that 
since the advent of the 
Ku 
Klux 


Klan into this parish 
there 
has 


gradually arisen a condition of dis- 
order and lawlessness 
which 
has 


ripened into a supression 
of con- 


stituted authorities by the Ku Klux 
Klan and the establishment of a gov- 
ernment of its own, from which a 
reign of terror and chaos have re- 
sulted and the parish was on the 
brink of riot and bloodshed when the 
governor sent the militia here and 
these proceedings were initiated. 


"While it may bo conceded that 


many klansmen did not actually parti- 
cipate or encourage these many acts 
otf lawlessness and 
crime, 
which 


finally culminated in the murder of 
Watt Daniel and T. F. Richard they 
may nevertheless be deemed respons- 
ible therefore by reasons 
of their 


silence and inaction. These offenses 
and crimes were committed in the 
name of the order under the protec- 
t'on of its regalia and in the use ot 
its recognized methods and practices, 
and under the leadership of its of- 
ficers,

static. 


The, 
difficulty is the experimenters 


actually do not know what they arc 
after. It's some sort of disturbance, 
they believe., which comes through 
the radio apparatus and intereferes 
with broadcast concerts and messages 
with its clicks, hisses, rumbling anil 
crashing. But what it actually is they 
raven't been able to tell. 


This makes their search for a reme- 


dy all the more difficult. If they knew 
the sources or other causes of these 
disturbances, they could more easily 
eliminate this unknown interference 
they call "static" from radio communi- 
cation. But there's the rub. There 
•ire alt sorts of theories and very lit- 
tle fact. 


For this reason so called ".static- 


rliminators" already 
in\ented have 


not so far proven themselves practi- 
able. They might have been designed 
to eliminate one form of static to the 
cxclusio/i of the others.

navy, attributes the clicking heard 
in the telephone receivers to rising 
currents of heated air and to thun- 
der clouds.

Rumbling, the most prevalent form 


of static interference, according to 
Austin, comes probably from (ho upper 
atmosphere as a result of "electrical 
readjustments."

nnate in centers above mountainous 
i-cas or above cities with large chim- 
icys that discharge heated gases. But 
vhat to do to offset this is yet un- 
known. 


The solution might come soon, if 


the expressed causes for static were 
established fact.

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FOR GAME CONSERVATION 


Two bills have been introduced in the 


legislature for game conservation that 
ought to be passed. One changes the open 
season on deer to every other year in- 
stead of annually, as at present. 
The 


other places a similar restriction upon 
the hunting of partridge' and prairie 
chickens. 


All unprejudiced hunters and observ- 


ers agree that a material reduction in the 
quantity of deer in Wisconsin has taken 
place in the last ten and twenty years. 
Some reduction in number, due to set- 
tlement and land clearings, is to be ex- 
pected. 
As the economic development 


of the state progresses the natural deer 
preserves -will be restricted and it always 
follovrs that as the habitat of wild ani- 
mals is narrowed they show a decline in 
number. However, the depletion of deer 
in "Wisconsin is due to hunting to a much 
larger extent than to the encroachments 
of civilization. This is the testimony of 
practically every person familiar with 
woods life and with conditions in the 
northern section of the state. 
Hunters 


themselves who take an ethical view of 
their sport admit that this is true. 


The state of Wisconsin ought to be in- 


terested in the preservation of its deer 
for just as many years as it will be possi- 
ble to save them. This is of much great- 
er importance than yielding to the de- 
sires and demands of hunters who have no 
real concern about the conservation of 
wild life, and no real appreciation of its 
meaning to the state and its people. We 
have come to the paint where a choice of _ 
policy means either the virtual extermina- 
tion or tile real p'rotection of deer. Our 
decision certainly ought to be on the side 
of the latter. 


What is true of deer is true of par- 


tridge and prairie chickens. These birds 
have been protected for a number of years, 
with 
an 
open season recently author- 


ized for each year. While the season is 
very brief, the experiment with an an- 
nual open season has already demonstrat- 
ed, we think, that hunting of these birds 
will soon become a thing of the past if the 
prcbeift law remaiu.s in force. It has also 
served to encourage pot hunting on a 
larger scale than before. 
Some hunters 


may dispute these conclusions but we 
think it is a reasonable statement of facts 
that these species of game, which are so 
highly prized in every state where they 
abound, will be conserved sensibly and 
genuinely by limiting the open sea&on to 
every other year. 


A BEGINNING AT LEAST 


The house has passed the Green resolu- 


tion proposing an amendment to the 
federal constitution which wquld pro- 
hibit further issuance of tax exempt se- 
curities by either the national govern- 
ment 
or 
the states. 
The measure 


incurred 
strong 
opposition, 
but 
re- 


ceived the necessary two-thirds majori- 
ty by a margin of seven votes. It is ex- 
pected that it will have even greater dif- 
ficulty in passing the senate. 


^ The controversy over this question 


has been going on for many years, but it 
is a question which can only be settled 
when it is settled right, and that will be 
by affirmative action. "We had the same 
long fight over fundamental issues like in- 
come taxation, woman's suffrage, the 
popular election of United States sena- 
tors, etc. 
All were misted by the old 


order, which always seeks to prevent 
change, but eventually they triumphed 
because they were inherently right. 


The same is true of the demand that 


the issuance of tax exempt securities be 
«nded. 
Many arguments are advanced 


•gainit the change, hut when we go to 
the bottom of them we find that they 
rot on foundations of expediency or class 


Xto cuppoted benefit* to the 


state ftom the sale of tax exempt securi- 
ties are far more than outweighed by the 
social injustice they create, to say noth- 
ing of the loss of public revenue. 
The 


principle of converting wealth, otherwise 
subject to taxation, into forms that en- 
able it to escape taxation is altogether 
wrong and caunot be defended. This is 
the proposition that is involved in the 
movement to forbid the further issuance 
of tax exempt securities. 


The senate ought to promptly pass the 


resolution and submit the amendment to 
ratification by the states., If it does not, 
or if it kills the resolution, it will be sim- 
ply evidence that reaction is still in con- 
trol of that body. 


PUBLICITY FOR THE KU KLUX 
A bill has been introduced in the legis- 


lature^ which provides that all fraternal 
clubs, lodges and associations shall file at 
Madison a list of their memberships, with 
adequate penalties for failure to do so. 
The measure is understood to be aimed 
principally at the Ku Klux Elan, being a 
method to take from it its cloak of'se- 
crecy. 
This measure is patterned after 


the Hastings-Kiernan bill which has been 
introduced- in both houses of the New- 
York legislature. 
It requires -an official 


record of the names and addresses of the 
members of every "society, association, 
fraternity, lodge, union, club or clan or 
other organization of -any kind whatso- 
ever." 


The principal menace of the Ku Klux 


Klan. so far as it is a social and political - 
danger, lies in the secrecy of its mem- 
bership. It has been testified before the 
Bastrop hearing by Klansmen themselves 
that a member is of very little use to the 
organization after his identity is known. 
The reason is that the fear or terrorism 
which the Klan may spread ceases when 
it becomes personal and is no longer 
anonymous. 


Compulsory registration will turn the 


full daylight of publicity on organiza- 
tions like the Ku Klux Klan. If it serves 
to drive them to cover they will then be- 
come outlaw orders. 
Government by 


night; riders depends upon the mask. A 
great deal can be said in favor of whats 
the Ku Klux Klan is organized to do, but 
nothing in support of its methods. The 
Ku Klux Klan has arisen out of the fail- 
ures of courts and police officials to pro- 
tect society against crime and law defi- 
ance. In this respect it has a worthy pur- 
pose. 
The excuse for vigilance commit- 


tees and other organized efforts to en- 
force law- and protect life and property 
will only cease to exist when property 
and life are made secure in truth, and 
when respect for and obedience to law 
are required. 


But the fact remains that there is only 


one sound and safe way to enforce law 
and that is through the agencies of gov- 
ernment. 
The moment we go outside of 


these we attempt to set up something 
that is superior to government itself, and 
that is as fatal as it is fallacious. The 
country's reaction to crime, vice and con- 
tempt for law may seem to be slow, but it 
will come in due time and not until it_ 
does come may we expect a genuinely 
healthful 
improvement in conditions. 


Those who would hasten the improve- 
ment by the methods of the Ku Klux have 
permitted their zeal for Americanism to 
get the better of their judgment. We 
think the bill introduced at Madison for 
registration of all organization member- 
ships should be enacted into law.

SOUR FRCIT AND SOUR MILK 


Foods which are naturally of an _acid character, 
such as lemons or tomatoes, do not necessarily have 
an acid or acidifying influence in the system. 
I 


have repeatedly attempted to explain this, but from 
many queries relating to the matter I know that the 
popular notion still persists that such items in the 
diet make things acid in the system. One or^two 
fruit acids to remain acids'and contribute toward 
acidity in the system, in the blood, In the tissues of 
the body, although most fruit acids including1 that 
of lemons (and oranges, limesr grapefruit) and that 
of tomatoes, are oxidized in the system and really 
yield alkali, rendering the blood more alkaline, the- 
Jssues more alkaline, the urine less acid. The 
capacity of the system to convert the fruit acids 
nto alkaline or base material is almost unlimited. 
An individual for experimental purposes, drank near- 
y 2% quarts of orange juice (the juice of two dozen 
arge oranges), which would yield about 1& ounces 
of pure citnc acid, and yet all this was converted 
nto alkaline base> changing the urine from its nor- 
mal acid state to alkaline. 


When it comes to drinking sour, fermented or 


plain buttermilk, however, the effect is different. If 
a large amount of the acid in such milk (lactic acid) 
>e taken! although all or most of it is oxidized or 
burned in the system, as in the case of the fruit 
acids, still the urine becomes strongly acid, not from 
he lactic acid, but from an increased elimination 
if acid phosphates. Ordinarily a fresh or whole 
milk or skim milk diet yields practically a neutral 
urine. Whole milk or skim milk is usally consid- 
red neutral, so far as its influence on acid or 
.Ikalme reactions of blood or tissues is concerned. 
But fermented (Bulgarian) sour of butter milk 
must be listed among the acid producing foods. 


In a. general-way certain foods yield an acid "ash" 
nd other foods an alkaline or neutral base, in me- 
abolism (assimilation and utilization of food mate- 
lal as fuel in the system. 


Foods Which Furnish Acids 


Meats, eggs, cerals, particularly whole grains, 
eanuts, plums, prunes, cranberries, and fermented, 
our or butter milk in excess. 


Foods Which Furnish Alkali 


All fruits except the benzoic acid fruits in the acid 
st (plums, prunes, cranberries). Tomatoes, pota- 
oes, lettuce, beans, beets, cabbage, turnips, peas, 
elory, almonds and chestnuts. 
There is no reason at all why one should avoid 
e foods which furnish acid. I have given these 
sts merely to reassure readers who may be m- 
divsedly restricting the diet under mistaken no- 
ons of "acid foods." Even sour milk or buttermilk 
s wholesome for most persons, in daily quantities 
f a pint or thereabouts.

Answer—A parasite which is injected into the 
lood of the victim by the bite of the tse-tse fly 
auses sleeping sickness (found in tropical countries 
nly). What has been incorrectly termed "sleeping 
ickness" in this country in recent years is known 
o physicians as lethargic brain inflammation (en- 
ephahtis lethargica), and is probably due to an m- 
ection in the usual path of respiratory infections 
ke diphtheria, influenza, meningitis. There is no 
ossibihty of victims of such diseases being buried 
live.

allies, on the one hand, in many cases 
hard put to it even to last through 
tho hard-times, and tho Germans, on 
the other hand, simply rolling in ready 
cash with which to gobble up every 
bargain that the-«ioney crisis soon 
forced into the market in endless num- 
bers. - 


CASH RIGHT ON HAND 


Today, in finance, Germans are far 


stronger in South America tnan ever 
before. 
Not the least of their ad- 


vantages is that, when a Latin-Ameri- 
can government or enterprise wants 
some accommodation, the Germans 
don't have to refer the proposition to 
the home country.

right on Ijand, 
It wouldn't be sur- 


prising on a showdown, their would 
pr,0ve to be the most influential single 
foreign interest on the southern con- 
tinent.

It was not many^years afterward 


that Mr. Galpin had a chance to talk 
to the same man over the wire to 
Keenah and had a chance to twit him 
about his remark.

Stories or the first times that peo- 


ple used the telephone or saw one are 
numerous.- One housemaid who was 
called to the telephone one day and 
heard the voice of a relative on the 
other end of the line, dropped the re- 
ceiver and ran scrambling from th<! 
room. From that time she .considered 
it an instrument of evil and could not 
be induced to go near it. When she 
swept the room in which it was lo- 
cated, she would not go near that 
corner and when she was working in 
the room, shevwas careful not to turn 
her back in that direction. 


Shortly after the exchange was es- 


tablished Mr. Benoit retired from busi- 
ness because of ill health and C. S. 
Little and J. A. Hawes purchased the 
drug store. The exchange remained 


in th> drug storo until after the death 
of\ Mr. Benoit, with Mr. Hawes as 
local manager. That was about 1881 
or 18S2. Finally tho exchange was 
purchased by tho Wisconsin Telephone 
company. 


MILL HAD TOLL LINE 


The ttrst toll lino in this part of the 


country was strung betweenx Apple- 
ton and Neenah and was used largely 
by the Kimberly-Clark company which 
had just established a mill here. 
It 


was considerably later before Apple- 
ton people could talK to Green Bay 
and many experiments were made to 
get a connection with that city, 


Another link in the history of the 


telephone business was the establish- 
ment of tho Fox River Valley Tele- 
phone company which was entirely a 
local line. Tho tw'o companies were 
in existence in Appleton for many 
years and many business places and 
professional people had to have both 
phones. The Fox River company had^ 
no toll lines into the state and all 
long distance calls had to be sent 011 
the Wisconsin line. The local com- 
pany had new instruments and- new 
equipment and for many years was 
thought to be the most progressive 
of the companies. 


Finally, and, this is comparatively 


recent history, the Wisconsin Tele- 
phone company moved its district of- 
fice to Appleton from Green Bay and 
purchased the local company. 
The 


lines were consolidated and have 
grown until on Jan. 1, there were 
4,957 subscribers replacing Mr. Be- 
noit'a 50, and 5a operators take the 
place of the pait-tune worker of the 
first exchange.
